The treaties concluded by the 
Indian commission with the Chip* 
pew as of M innesota failed to re­ 
ceive attention at the last session 
ot congress. 
They will, undoubt­ 
edly, be taken up at an early date 
next winter, and will probably be 
ratified as they should be. 
But, 
betore this is don» *, 
there is one 
provision winch must, at all haz­ 
ards be made, and to which we 
therefore cull thus early,the a tte n ­ 
tion of the 
representatives 
from 
this state. 
It is probably due to 
the Indian ownership and occupan­ 
cy of the lands lying about the 
headwaters of the Mississippi tha t 
our great river has kept its vol­ 
ume uuinqaired. 
It needs no a r­ 
gum ent now to show what is s 
tact of common knowledge, that 
the wholesale destruction of for­ 
ests, whatever the effect upon the 
climate, does universally tend to 
the drying up of water courses. 
The soil, exposed to the full ravs 
of the sun, parts quickly with its 
moisture. 
Rains, 
failing upon 
I this baked surface, roll away in 
! torrents, and the year is divided 
‘ between excessive freshet* and ex* 
; cessive droughts. 
It is the sott 
I spongy soil, sitadowed by boughs 
i above and |» enetrated in every di- 
| rection 
by 
root fibers beneath, 
j which constitutes the true reser- 
I voir, and this alone can preserve 
I and equalize the water supply by 
which a stream is fed. 
As long as 
the headwaters of the Mississippi 
was set aside for the Chippewas, 
it was free from the invasion ot 
the lum berm an. 
L*t these forest 
tracts be disposed of as contem ­ 
plated, let the wood chopper go in 
freely 
and 
the 
tim ber 
be 
fed 
to

killed after the 15th of September 
and until Jaunary 1st. 
Elk, deer 
and moose can be killed only in 
November. 
There will be a game 
warden appointed for each county 
to see that the law is carried out.

The M ississippi River in Danger of 
Drying up 


P io n eer Pre*?, M arch 23.] 
The treaties concluded by the 
Indian commission with the Chip­ 
pewas of Minnesota failed to re­ 
ceive attention at the last session 
of congress. 
They will, undoubt­ 
edly, be taken up at un early date 
next winter, and will probably be 
ratified as they should be. 
But, 
before this is done, there i3 one 
provision winch must, at all haz­ 
ards he made, and to which we 
therefore cai! thus early,the atten­ 
tion of the representatives from 
this state. 
It is probably due to 
the Indian ownership and occupan­ 
cy of the lands lying about the 
headwaters of the Mississippi that 
our great river has kept its vol­ 
ume uuimpared. 
It needs no ar­ 
gument now to show what is a 
fact of common knowledge, that 
the wholesale destruction of for­ 
ests, whatever the effect upon the 
climate, does universally tend to 
the drying up of water courses. 
The soil, exposed to the full rays 
of the sun, parts quickly with its 
moisture. 
Bains, 
tailing upon 
this baked surface, roll away in 
torrents, and the year is divided 
between excessive freshets and ex­ 
cessive droughts. 
It is the soft 
spongy soil, shadowed by boughs 
above and penetrated iii every di­ 
rection 
by root fibers beneath, 
which constitutes the true reser­ 
voir, arid this alone can preserve 
and equalize the water supply by 
which a stream is fed. 
As long as 
the headwaters of the Mississippi 
was set aside for the Chippewas, 
it was free from the invasion of 
the lumberman. 
L *t these forest 
tracts be disposed of as contem­ 
plated, let the wood chopper go in 
freely 
and 
the 
timber 
be 
fed 
to 
tile 
great 
lumber 
mills below, and the inevitable re­ 
sult is such a diminution of the 
Mississippi in the dry season that 
the mills at Minneapolis will stand 
idle for months at a time and the 
channel of the stream will be clos­ 
ed to navigation not only to St. 
Fa il, but for an indefinite distance 
below. 
This is tile change that 
lias taken place in New England, 
in European countries, and, in I 
genera), wherever a water course 
bu? lost its forests that originally 
cindered about it* source. 
This is 
the thing which must uot be per­ 
mitted to happen here. 
It? prevention is a matter entire­ 
ly simple. 
When the Indians are 
removed from these lands, let the 
matter be put under the charge of 
the government, and watched over 
by an officer whose duty it shall 
be to preserves th forests as is done 
in Europe, 
where the immense 
material importance of forestry lias 
come to be understood and ac­ 
knowledged. 
* 
For the 
improvement of navigation, mill­ 
ions of dollars have been spent up­ 
on the M ss'ssippi, and hundreds 
of thousands have been voted to 
construct reservoirs in the very 
country covered by those Indian 
tines. 
All this expenditure, as 
far as it relates to tile upper Mis* 
?i*Hippi, will have been thrown 
away if the lumbermen shall lie 
permitted to deforest the country, 
and leave the reservoirs empty ba- 
?ins and the improved river chan­ 
nel a (Helens cleft, 
with a little 
stream of water ticking through it 
for part of the year and a great 
flood 
spreading 
destruction 
on 
every side at another season. 
To 
preserve the forests which now 
cover I be Jake region

•Ider? a Nuisance. 
Every good citizen is interested in 
knowing how much noise tile law will 
compel him to endure at the hands of 
his neighbors without redress, and 
many citizens who are not good will 
doubtless like to ascertain how much 
noise they can indict upon their neigh­ 
bors without fear of punishment. 
Sev­ 
eral 
decisions 
bearing upon 
these 
points have lately been made by the 
courts. 
One 
broad 
principle well 
established in the law of noise, both in 
tins country and England, curiously 
illustrates the serious bent of our 
Anglo-Saxon nature, and that is the 
sharp 
distinction 
drawn 
between 
money-making noises and those which 
are made in the pursuit of pleasure. 
The law is tender to a steam engine or 
a boiler maker, and will allow them to 
disturb a whole neighborhood with im­ 
punity, but it is severe upon a brass 
band or a game of skittles. 
The good 
citizens must be very wary about play­ 
ing bowls 
or skittles in populous 
places, 
The Italians order this m atter 
differently, and restrain blacksmiths, 
boiler makers, etc., within somewhat 
close limits as to time and place, 
whereas they allow musical m erry­ 
makers to make night hideous or lieau- 
tiful, a? the e a s e may fie, without any 
restraint whatever. 
The dog, in English and American 
jurisprudence, stands upon the border 
line, because he may be considered in 
either aspect—as kept for use, when a 
watch ‘log, or for pleasure, when re­ 
garded merely as a companion or an 
ornament. 
Here, however, we run 
against another principle of the com­ 
ourn law, according to which dogs are 
privileged persons. 
For instance, it is 
unlawful for a farm er to shoot an­ 
other's dog who has eaten his sheep, 
provided it be the anim al’s lir?t of­ 
ten?*: of that kind: for the dog who is 
young in the sin of sheep-killing may 
repent and lead a respectable 
life 
thereafter: hut if he has already been 
convicted of the crime, then it is law­ 
ful to shoot him. 
In other words, as 
Lord Mansfield once said: 
“The law 
allow■? every dog in England one bite 
at a sheep.” 
lf has, however, been held that “ the 
noise produced bv a dog barking in the 
night is a nuisance, and that a man 
may shoot the dog and abate the nub 
?anee when on bi? own premises; that 
i?, we presume, when on his own. the 
shooter's, premises, for it h a ' never 
been 
lawful 
for a man 
to 
on 
his own 
premise- 
and 
a 
dog 
in 
his 
neighbor’s 
A 
great 
judge, 
Lord 
yon, held that a dog barkin 
I' not a nuisance, but it is doubtful if 
ibis would be considered a good law at 
tut* present- day. 
According to the 
definition given by one writer, a noise 
i? a nuisance when it i- “ unusual, ill­ 
ume I or deafening.” 
This I' plainly 
incorrect, for the noise of a nightin­ 
gale in the streets of Boston would be 
“ unu?ual,” but hardly a nuisance. 
Some very “ ill-timed” noises are also, 
in the eye of the law. not nuisances. 
Thu? it has been held in the case of 
Pool against Higginson and Daly that 
it is not a nuisance for the parent of 
an infant suffering from colic to truli­ 
nk- a baby-carriage all night in a 
boarding-house over the head of a 
nervous bachelor editor. 
This noise 
may not have been unusual and per- 
baps was not deafening, but it would 
be an abuse of language to say that it 
was not “ill-tim ed.” 
Probably what 
saved the parent in this case was the 
fact that the noise was useful, for the 
evidence tended to -how that the baby 
was relieved by the trundling. 
On the 
other hand, useless noises, “ such as a 
concert [we quote from a decision of 
the Supreme Court of Massachusetts] 
although they disturb but a single per- 
feon, may constitute a nuisance.” 
It 
h; ' very properly been lichi that a 
“ show having bras- bands, when con­ 
tinued two weeks,” i? a nuisance. 
It 
i? not likely that many people will 
quarrel with this decision. 
A kindred subject is that of nuisance 
by vibration, 
lf a man attempt? to 
operate a steam hammer next door to 
a dwelling-house the law will restrain 
Lim. 
One authority states the rule as 
follow?: 
“The vibration must 
pro- 
due.• such a condition of things a-, in 
the judgm ent of reasonable men, is 
naturally productive of actual phys­ 
ical discomfort to persons of ordinary 
sensibilities and of ordinary taste* and 
habit*." 
The words in italics seem to 
imply that some persons like more 
vibration than others, and are in the 
habit of “ vibrating” themselves. 
Residents in the Back Bay who are 
accustomed to pile-drivers in 
their 
close vicinity may Ik- said to have ac­ 
quired the habit' of vibrating, but we 
doubt if they have any “ taste” for it. 
However this may be, the sum of the 
m atter is that in the interest of trade 
or manufactures you may vibrate or 
deafen your neighbor with few restric­ 
tion?, but that for purposes of pleasure 
your faculty of noise-making must se­ 
verely be repressed.— Boston Adver­ 
tiser.

To see the rapidity with whioh the 
larger kind of gam e animals are being 
exterminated throughout the United 
States is really melancholy. Twenty-fi re 
years ago, or oven fifteen years ago, tho 
Western plains and mountains were in 
places fairly thronged with deer,elk, ante­ 
lope and buffalo. Indeed, there was then 
no other part of the world save South 
Africa where the number of individuals 
of large game animals was so large. 
All this has now been changed, or else is 
being changed at a really remarkable 
rate of speed. 
'The buffalo are already 
gone; a few straggling individuals, and 
perhaps here and tnere a herd so small 
that it can hardly be called more than 
a squad, are all that remain. Ovcrfour- 
lifths of their former range the same 
fate has befallen the elk, and their num­ 
ber, 
even among the mountainous 
haunts, which still afford them a refuge, 
is greatly decreased. 
The shrinkage 
among deer and antelope has been rela­ 
tively nearly as serious. 
There are but 
few places left now where it is profitable 
for a man to take to hunting as a pro­ 
fession; the brutal skin-hunters and 
meat butchers of the woods and prairies 
have done their work, and these buck­ 
skin-clad and greasy Nimrods are now 
themselves .sharing the fate of the game 
that has disappeared from before their 
rides. 
Still, however, there is plenty of sport 
to be had by men who are of a more or 
lex- adventurous turn of mind and suf­ 
ficiently hardy and resolute to be will­ 
ing to stand rough work and scant fare; 
and, of course, excepting men who go 
out to spend some months in traveling 
solely for purposes of sport, no class has 
a? much chance to get it as is the case 
with the ranchmen whose herds now 
cover the great plains of the West, and 
even range well up on the foot-hills of 
the mighty central chain of the Rocky 
Mountains. 
All of my own hunting 
ha? been done simply in the intervals of 
the numerous duties of ranch life; and 
in order to understand the way we set 
out on a trip after came it is necessary 
also to understand a little about Hie 
nature of our homes and surroundings.

to yield ample comfort to the inmates. 
One such, now in my mind, which is 
placed in a fiend of the Heart river, 
could not possibly be surpassed as re­ 
gard? the romantic beauty of its sur 
roundings. 
My own house stand? in a 
bottom of the Little Missouri nearly 
two miles in length, and perhaps half 
a mile or over in width, from the brink 
of the current to the line of steep and 
jagged butte' that rise sharply up to 
bound it on the -ide furthest from the 
river. 
Bart of the bottom is open cov­ 
ered only with a rank grass and sprawl­ 
ing -age-brush, but there are patches of 
dense woodland, where the brittle cot­ 
ton wood trees grow close together and 
stretch their heads high in the air. 
The 
house itself made out of hewn log', is in 
a largo open glade many miles in ex­ 
tent. 
It fronts on the river with its 
length of 'ixtv feet, and along the front 
ru n ' a grand veranda, where we sit 
in our roeking-chairs in the summer 
time when tne day's work is done. 
Within it i? divided into several rooms; 
one of these i? where we spend the win­ 
ter evenings at the time when the cold 
has set in with a bitter intensity hardly 
known in nm part of the United States. 
A huge fire-place contains the great logs 
of cedar and cottonwood; skins of elk 
and deer cover the floor, while wolf and 
fox hang from th*- wall, 
antlers and 
horns are thrust into the rafters to serve 
a? pegs on \\ hieh to hang coats and 
caps. 
In the glade, beside the hou?e, there 
are several other building? 
a stable, a 
smithy and two or three sheds and out­ 
houses. beside a high, circular, horse- 
corral. with a snubbing-po?t in the cen­ 
ter, and a fenced-in patch of garden 
land. 
The river itself is usually a 'hal­ 
low, rapid stream that a man can wade 
across, lint that can not carry the light­ 
ed boar. but wln n the snows melt, or 
after heavy rain?, it i? changed into a 
boiling, muddy torrent that can not be 
crossed by man or bl ast, and that will 
bear huge raft?. 
It is at all times dan­ 
gerous to cross on account of the quick­ 
sand?. hut after a series of freshets the 
whole river eau be described as simply 
four or five f e e t of turbulent water run­ 
ning down over a moving mass of quick­ 
sand three feet in depth, that fills the 
entire bed of the stream. 
In ordinary 
floods there will remain certain fords 
and rapids that ran be crossed, but at 
times any horse that dared to attempt a 
passage, no matter where, would be al­ 
most certainly lost. 
Back front the river for several miles 
extends a stretch of broken and in­ 
tensely rugged conn trv, 
known 
in 
plain? parlance as “ bad lands.” It con­ 
sists of chains of steep buttes or hills, 
often spreading out into table-lands and 
separated by a network of deep ravines 
and winding valleys, which branch out 
in 
o v e n 
direction. 
When we pass 
these bail lands we corno to the open 
prairie, which stretches out on every 
side in level or undulating expanse as 
far as the eye can reach. 
In a few of 
the gorge.? in the had lands there are 
g ro w ? of wind-beaten pines, or dwarfed 
codal?-, favorite haunts of the black-tail 
iL<r.

P L A G U E OF CHOLERA. 


How the Dread Disease has Penetrated America 
Several Times; 


F rom th e P ittsb u rg h D isp a tch . 
Asiatic cholera is an epidemic dis­ 
ease of great virulence. 
It has been 
known from a very remote period, 
and has visited at one tin e or anoth­ 
er alm ost every country on the globe. 
The first account published in detai 
was in the first part of the sixteenth 
century. The disease seems to have 
prevailed first in India, and the vari­ 
ous epidemics in othes countries can 
be traced as having been brought from 
that country. The invasion of India 
by the Portuguese and afterward by 
the English during the sixteenth cen­ 
tury served to introduce the disease 
into 
Europe. 
It 
again 
was 
brought into 
Europe 
during 
the 
eighteenth and the early part of the 
nineteenth century b}’ the English in­ 
vasion of India. 
In 1832 it again pre­ 
vailed in Europe, and 120,000 people 
died from it during that year. 
It first 
appeared in 
America during 
that 
year (1832) and was brought hereby a 
French emigrant ship, which disem­ 
barked along the St. Lawrence river 
and spread the disease to the various 
towns along the river and the great 
lakes as far as Fort Dearborn, near 
where Chicago now is. 
From thence 
it spread as far as the Mississippi. In 
the same year another ship brought it 
to New York, and from thence it 
spread southward along the coast to 
the gulf, and westward into the inte­ 
rior, along the course of thegreat high­ 
ways of travel. 
It first appeared in Pittsburgh in 
1833. 
It next appeared in 1845, and 
again in 1853. 
In 1865 it occurred 
again, hut had a limited extent, and its 
last appearance was in 1873, at which 
time it did not prevail to any extent. 
All the cases that have ever prevail­ 
ed can he traced to pre-existing cases 
of cholera, proving that it does not 
arise spontaneously, hut is always 
caused by pre-existing cases. This is

“At the capitulation of Paris the 
correspondents were eager to get into 
that unlucky city and send a descrip­ 
tion to their papers,” writes Archibald 
Forbes. 
“This was a somewhat dan­ 
gerous undertaking. The mornin < aft­ 
er tfie capitulation I secured a pass 
through the German lines and walked 
into the city all well. 
Words cannot 
describe the condition of things. 
I 
carried in my wallet five pounds of 
ham which formed the first provisions 
that were sent in, 
Imet some of my 
colleagues there who had been shut 
in during the siege. They were dining 
on dog soup and 
horse steak, and 
were eating a peculiar looking stuff, 
called bread, which was made chiefly 
of sawdust and sand. 
The horse 
steak was not had. 
It had an odd 
sweet taste with it, but one has to be­ 
come 
accustomed 
to it to 
like 
it. 
Tile 
dog soup 
I 
did 
not 
try. The difficulty then was to set 
tile news to London. 
Telegraphing 
was strictly prohibited in France, so 
I rode hard for about 20 nines to a 
railroad station that took the train 
to Strasbourg; from there I went to 
Carlsbad and sent off my dispatches. 
I then returned to Paris, having ac­ 
complished a journey of 700 miles in 
48 hours. On re-entering Pa ids, I me 
several of my colleagues, who chaffed 
me considerably on their having been 
in the capital first and sent off their 
dispatches. 
I said nothing, but a few 
days later they were very quiet when 
they saw the Daily News with the news 
two days ahead of their dispatches. 
After tfie capitulation followed the 
awful days of the Commune, when, as 
M. Laboueherc put it, ‘they shot you 
first and apologized to your body 
afterwards.’ Cue hay I had the mis­ 
fortune to be set upon by an excited 
mob who took me for a German spy. 
I fought as long as I could, but final­ 
ly fell down. The ruffians t hen danced 
a sort of a war dance around me, kick­ 
ing my head as they passed. 
I was 
just becoming unconscious when a

unstable. Cholera 
prevails during warm weather, and is 
most fatal in tropical climates. 
Cold 
weather is almost sure to stop an epi­ 
demic. 
It undoubtedly effects its en­ 
trance into the system through the ali­ 
mentary canal—that is, stomach and 
intestines—and does not enter through 
the lungs, in all probability. Yet in 
(-‘lect it is much tile same, as the con­ 
tagious material often disseminated 
by the atmosphere may lodge in the 
mouth, and, being swallowed, cause 
the disease. 
Its origin can often he 
traced also to water into which some 
of the exert turn of cholera patients 
has gained access.

T h e M ilitary F ro n tier o f France. 
The cession of Alsace and Lorraine 
placed Metz and Strasburg, the keys 
of the old French frontier in German 
hands. It gave France a new frontier 
and a very open one, a frontier un­ 
protected by any very great natural 
obstacles, for the Germans now held 
both sides of the Rhine,and the north­ 
ern passes of the Vosges (the passes 
by which the French army used to 
march tothe Rhine under Napoleon I.) 
were well within the new German ter­ 
ritory. Moreover,this naturally open 
frontier might be said to be 'N holly 
unprotected by art once^ Metz and 
Strasburg were 
gone. 
I rue 
there 
was the fortress of Belfort on the ex­ 
treme right, guarding the well marked 
valley between the Vosges and the Ju­ 
ra, which French geographers call la 
fro nee de Belfort. But Belfort, shat­ 
tered 
bv 
the 
successful 
siege 
which was the last act of the war, 
was only the wreck of a fortress, 
and in any case its works were not of 
such a character as to fit it for its new 
position on the very frontier line. 
Taught by the hard lessons of defeat, 
the French Government at once set to 
work to put the new frontier into a 
thorough state of defense. 
S u ccessive 
War Ministers have steadily worked 
upon the lines originally laid down by 
the engineers charged with the task rn 
1871. Money has r.o? been spare*!. 
It has b een s p e n t b y millions, and n o w , 
after the labor of Pl years, the work 
is done. 
Probably so vast a scheme 
of military engineering was n* \ *1 
fore planned and e x e c u t e d in so i it 
a time. The French engineers have 
not been content to erect upon the 
new frontier three or four first-class 
fortresses to serve as points of sup­ 
port for a defending army. 
I hey have 
closed it with a double line of works, 
jinked these together by an elaborate 
system of railways, and, b sides re- 
fortifying Pans, they have construct­ 
ed two other great fortresses in the 
heart of France to serve as bases^of 
operation for her armies if, as in 1870, 
the barriers nearer the frontier were 
again pressed by invading armies from 
beyond the Rhine.—Rural National 
Review.

DISTRICT lODRT. 


Davenport AcqnilN and ihe Beaulieu Case 
Dismissed. 


T he March term of the district court 
opened on Monday and has been in pro­ 
gress since, but w ill probably finish to ­ 
morrow night. 
The trial of Myron Davenport for 
m anslaughter occuped the tim e of the 
district court the first three da)’s, Judge 
Stearns presiding, on account of Judge 
Sleeper having been interested in the 
case during the tim e he was couuty a t­ 
torney, the indictm ent 
having 
been 
brought ut the last term of court. 
Dav­ 
enport w as tried for the murder of John 
Polly last October and acquitted by the 
jury. 
A t the same tim e the elder Polly 
was killed, his son Charles, a boy 17 
years o f age, was also shot, but the 
grand jury on 
the latter charge only 
brought in an indictm ent of m anslaugh­ 
ter against Davenport. 
The case is still 
fresh in the minds of our people. 
On 
the 25th of last Septem ber the shooting 
occurred, and, although 
provoked, it 
was a sad affair. 
The P ollys and the 
Davenport fam ily had quarreled more or 
less duriug the preceding 
three or four 
years, and threats to shoot had been 
made on both sides. 
On this fatal day, 
as was shown to Hie jury, a man by the 
name of McLaughlin 
was engaged 
in 
rem oving a crop of potatoes from Mr. 
Davenport’s farm, and had P o lly ’s team 
to help haul the same away. 
Mr. Polly 
and his son Chai lea cam e over to the 
place uninvited, armed wit Ii a W inches­ 
ter rifle and a revolver. 
Trouble had 
occurred in the m orning between 
Mc­ 
Laughlin and Davenport, and w hile Mr. 
Polly was setting in front of the Daven 
port residence w ith his gun on his knees, 
acting as guard, to all appearances, Mrs 
Davenport came out and attempted to 
adjust matters w ith M cLaughlin. 
R e­ 
turning she went out a second time, and 
the defense 
show ed that she ordered 
Polly off the pts ce, fen ring trouble. 
A f­ 
ter some words he struck her and w lien 
she turned to tin- house, if D avenport 
can 
ne believed, lie raised his gun to 
shoot her. 
At this ju n ctu re D avenport 
fired the shot that killed J o h n Polly. 
The party in the field moved off the 
premises and Kept up a fire on the bouse 
until Davenport fired tw ice more, the 
last shot taking effect on d ia ries, k ill­ 
ing him. 
Such was the evidence pro­ 
duced in court, and the jury after listen­ 
in g to an able arg um ent on 
both sides 
and the judge’s charge, returned a ver­ 
d ict of “ not guilty as charged,” being 
out six hours. 
The prosecution was 
conduct**! by County A ttorney Holland 
and Davenport was ably defended by W. 
A. Flem ing and W. W . Erwin. 
When 
the jury returned the verdict Judge 
Stearns seemed very much displeased 
and look o pportunity lo score them for 
their action in the matter. 
D avenport 
thanked the men 
in the box for w hat 
they had done, and was about to e!aber­ 
at on their christian ch arity when he 
was called down by the judge, and after 
a few remarks was dismissed from cus­ 
tody. 
There has been considerable said 
in regard to this verdict that reflects on 
the jury, but it can be tru th fu lly naid 
that they acted in the m atter according 
to the law and the evidence in the case. 
The jury was composed of tw elve as good 
men as ever sat upon a case,and toeir ai ­ 
tion in the m atter should not be ques­ 
tioned, 
A itkm parties would have hung 
the man up to 
the first tree if lucy 
could have gotten hold of him, without 
a chance for a trial. 
A lthough the de­ 
tails of the occurrence were awful lo 
contem plate and the fact was apparent 
that the younger Polly met his death at 
D avenport s hands, the jury returned 
a verdict as they understood the facts and 
the law to justify.

judicial distrii t aud that of executive of 
this city, I ask your honorable body to j 
relieve mc from any such emergency and I 
to accept my resignation of the office of 
mayor. 
P erm it mc to again than k my fellow 
citizens for their magnificent endorse- 
rnent of mc, and to express my sincere 
regrets for tile necessity w h ich prom pts 
this action. 
I have the honor to be,gent lemon, very 
truly your obedient servant, 
C. B. S l e e p e r .

Every good citizen is interested in 
knowing how much noise the law will 
compel him to endure at the hands of 
his neighbors w ithout redress, 
and 
many citizens who are not good will 
doubtless like to ascertain how much 
noise they can inflict upon their neigh­ 
bors without fear of punishm ent. 
Sev­ 
eral 
decisions 
bearing 
upon 
these 
points have lately been made by the 
courts. 
One broad 
principle 
well 
established in the law of noise, both in 
this country and England, curiously 
illustrates tin- -erious bent of our 
Anglo-Saxon nature, and that is the 
sharp 
distinction 
ilravvn 
between 
m oney-m aking noises and those which 
are made in the pursuit of pleasure. 
The law is tender to a steam engine or 
a boiler maker, and will allow them to 
disturb a whole neighborhood with im­ 
punity, but it i.s severe upon a brass 
band or a gam e of skittles. 
The good 
citizens must tie very wary about play­ 
ing bowls 
or 
skittles in populous 
places, 
The Italians order this m atter 
differently, and restrain blacksmiths, 
boiler makers, etc., within somew’hat 
close limits as to time and place, 
whereas they allow musical m erry­ 
makers to make night hideous or lieau- 
tiful, a* the ease may !>e, without any 
restraint whatever. 
The dog, in English and American 
jurisprudence, stands upon the border 
line, liecauie he may be considered in 
either aspect— as kept for use, when a 
watch dog, or for pleasure, when re­ 
garded merely as a companion or an 
ornam ent. 
Here, however, we run 
against another principle of the com­ 
mon law, according to which dogs are 
privileged persons. 
For instance, it is

To sec the rapidity with whioh the 
larger kind of gam e animals are being 
exterm inated throughout the United 
States is really melancholy. Twenty-live 
years ago, or even fifteen years ago, tLe 
W estern plains and mountains were in 
places fairly thronged with deer,elk,ante­ 
lope and buffalo. Indeed, there was then 
no other part of the world save South 
Africa where the number of individuals 
of large game animals was so large. 
All this has now been changed, or else is 
being changed at a really remarkable 
rate of speed. 
The buffalo are already 
gone; a few straggling individuals, and 
perhaps here and tnere a herd so small 
that it can hardly be called more than 
a squad, are all that remain. Over four- 
fifths of their former range the same 
fate has befallen the elk, and their num­ 
ber, 
even among the mountainous 
haunts, which still afford them a refuge, 
is greatly decreased. 
The shrinkage 
am ong deer and antelope has been rela­ 
tively nearly as serious. 
There are but 
few places left now where it is profitable 
for a man to take to hunting as a pro­ 
fession; the brutal skin-huntors and 
m eat butchers of the woods and prairies 
have done their work, and these buck­ 
skin-clad and greasy Nimrods are now 
themselves sharing the fate of the game 
that has disappeared from before their 
rifles. 
Still, however, there is plenty of sport 
to be had by men who are of a more or 
less adventurous turn of mind and suf­ 
ficiently hardy and resolute to be w ill­ 
ing to stand rough work and scant fare; 
and, of course, excepting men who go 
out to spend some months in traveling 
solely for purposes of sport, no class has 
as much chance to get it as is the ease 
with the ranchmen whose herds now 
cover the great plains of the West, and 
even range well up on the foot-hills of 
the mighty central chain of the Rocky 
Mot intains. 
All of my own hunting 
has been done simply in the intervals of 
the numerous duties of ranch life; and 
in order to understand the way we set 
out on a trip after game it is necessary 
also to understand a little about the 
nature of our homes and surroundings. 
Many of the ranches are mere rnud- 
hovels or log shanties, stuck down in 
any raw, treeless spot where there hap­ 
pen to be water or grass; but many 
others are really beautifully situated, 
and though very rude in construction, 
are still large enough and solid enough 
to yield ample comfort to the inmates. 
One such, now in my mind, which is 
placed in a bend of the Heart river, 
could not possibly be surpassed as re­ 
gards the romantic beauty of its sur­ 
roundings.

In 1832 it again pre­ 
vailed in Europe, and 120,000 people 
died from it during th at year. It first 
appeared in 
America during 
that 
year (1832) and was brought hereby a 
French emigrant ship, which disem­ 
barked along the St. Lawrence river 
and spread the disease to the various 
towns along the river and the great 
lakes as far as Fort Dearborn, near 
where Chicago now is. 
From thence 
it spread as far as the Mississippi. In 
p ro v e th* m urder premeditated and hence j the same year another ship brought it 
to New York, and from thence it 
spread southward along the coast to 
the gulf, and westward into the inte­ 
rior, along the course of the great high­ 
ways of travel. 
It first appeared in Pittsburgh in 
1833. It next appeared in 1843, and 
again in 1853. In 1863 it occurred 
again, but had a limited extent, and its 
last appearance was in 1873, at which 
time it did not prevail to any extent. 
All the cases that have ever prevail­ 
ed can be traced to pre-existing cases 
of cholera, proving th at it does not 
arise spontaneously, but is always 
caused by pre-existing cases. This is 
almost absolutely proved, and teaches 
a lesson with regard to prevention of 
the disease. 
What the specific conta­ 
gious material is that causes cholera 
is a subject yet of much investigation 
and dispute. 
The investigations of 
Koch, of recent years, would seem to 
point toward a micro-organism as the 
cause, an organism called the comma 
bacillus. 
Yet this is not absolutely 
proved, and in fact there are some 
grave objections to tlie theory. 
This 
organism is found in great numbers in 
the intestinal canal of cholera pa­ 
tients. and it i.s not found in patients 
suffering from any otherdisca.se. 
Yet 
these germs, when dried, die in a very 
short time. 
Now it has been proved that the 
contagion oi cholera has been carried 
long distances and for spa :ea of time 
in dry clothing and other manners. 
Koch’s theory, consequently, is not 
universally accepted. Some 
think 
the disease is due to a chemical com­ 
pound, which is 
unstable. Cholera 
prevails during warm weather, and is 
most fatal in tropical climates. Cold 
weather is almost sure to stop an epi­ 
demic. 
It undoubtedly effects its en­ 
trance into the system through the ali­ 
mentary canal—that is, stomach and 
intestines—-and doe- not enter through 
suicide at the lungs, in all probability. 
Yet in 
effect it is much tlie same, as the con­ 
tagious material often disseminated 
by tiie atmosphere may lodge in the 
mouth, and, being swallowed, cause 
the disease. Its origin can often be 
traced also to water into vrhich some 
of the exert turn of cholera patients 
has gained access. 
The prevention of this disease con­ 
sequently limits itself down to destruc­ 
tion of the morbid product which pro­ 
duces it, and isolation of those affect­ 
ed with the disease to prevent its 
spreading—the destruction of every­ 
thing about the*e patients calculated 
to retain the poison. The best meth­ 
od of doing this is by fire and disinfect­ 
ants. 
We think that not only should the 
clothing be burned, but also the bod­ 
ies of those who die of the disease.

Isolation of the 
patients and prevention of the possi­ 
bility of carrying the disease by a 
strict quarantine, both at seaport 
and inland should be urged. The ob­ 
jection to quarantine is found in its 
interference with commerce, but the 
interference, as a rule, affects only a 
minority of people, and trie rule that 
tew should suffer for the benefit of the 
many should be applied here. Expe­ 
rience, the great educator, has taught 
that the safety of the masses depends 
upon the efficiency ot the quarantine. 
The symptoms of the disease are 
too well known to need repetition. 
During the first part of an epidemic 
the disease usually is more violent and 
the mortality greater than later on, 
the disease seeming to spend itself, to 
wear itself out.

W ITH IN AN ACE. 


A W»f (orrtspoiulcnt'* Nirro* E*cap« from 
Deztk; 
“At the capitulation of Paris the 
correspondents were eager to get into 
that unlucky city and send a descrip­ 
tion to their papers,” writes Archibald 
Forbes. 
“This was a somewhat dan­ 
gerous undertaking. The m ornin4 aft­ 
er the capitulation I secured a pass 
through the German lines and walked 
into tlie city all well. 
Words cannot 
describe the condition of things. 
I 
carried in my wallet five pounds of 
ham which formed the first provisions 
that were sent in, 
I met some of my 
colleagues there who had been shut 
in during the siege. They were dining 
on dog soup and horse steak, and 
were eating a peculiar looking stuff, 
called bread, which was made chiefly 
of sawdust and sand. 
The horse 
steak was not bad. 
It had an odd 
sweet taste with it, but one lias to be-' 
come 
accustomed 
to it to 
like 
it. 
The 
dog soup 
I 
did 
not 
try. The difficulty then was to eet 
the news to London. 
Telegraphing 
was strictly prohibited in France, so 
I rode hard for about 20 miles to a 
railroad station th at took the train 
to Strasbourg; from there I went to 
Carlsbad and sent off my dispatches. 
I then returned to Paris, having ac­ 
complished a journey of 700 miles in 
48 hours. ()n re-entering Pa ris, I me 
several of my colleagues, who chaffed 
me considerably on their having been 
in the capital first and sent off their 
dispatches. 
I said nothing, but a lew 
days later they were very quiet when 
they saw the Daily News with the news 
two days ahead of their dispatches. 
After the capitulation followed the 
awful days of the Commune, when, as 
M. Labouchere put it, ‘they shot you 
first and apologized to your body 
afterwards.’ One nay I had the mis­ 
fortune to beset upon by an excited 
mob who took me for a German spy. 
I fought as long as I could, but final­ 
ly fell down. The ruffian* th* n danced 
a sort of a w ardancearound me, kick­ 
ing my head as they pa.-*ed. 
I was 
just becoming unconscious when a 
body of police rescued me and I 
locked up. 
Next day 1 was taken be- 
fore a magistrate, and on showing him 
my British passport I was released, 
fortunately without any broken bones. 
On another occasoin I was taken pris­ 
oner and along with several others 
sto'od against a wall to be shot. The 
order had been given to present when 
an officer i cognized me and I was re­ 
leased.”

T he M ilitary F ron tier of France* 
The cession of Alsace and Lorraine 
placed Metz and Strasburg, the keys 
of the old French frontier in German 
hands. It gave France a new frontier 
and a very open one, a frontier un­ 
protected by any very great natural 
obstacles, for the Germans now held 
both sides of the Rhine,and the north­ 
ern passes of the Vosges (the passes 
by which the French army used to 
march to the Rhine under Napoleon I.) 
were well within the new German ter­ 
ritory. Moreover,this naturally open 
frontier might be said to be wholly 
unprotected by art once^ Metz and 
Strasburg were gone. True 
there 
was the fortress of Belfort on the ex­ 
treme right, guarding the well marked 
valley between the Vosges and the Ju­ 
ra. which French geographers call la 
trouee de Belfort. 
But Belfort, shat­ 
tered 
by 
the 
successful 
siege 
which was the last act of the war, 
was only the wreck of a fortress, 
and in any case its works were not of 
such a character as to lit it for its new 
position on the very frontier line. 
Taught by the hard lessons of defeat, 
the French Government at once set to 
work to put the new frontier into a 
thorough state of defense. Successive 
War Ministers have steadily worked 
upon the lines originally laid down by 
the engineers charged with the task in 
1871. Money has not been spared. 
It has been spent by millions, and novv, 
after the labor of D> years, the wink 
is done. 
Probablv so vast a scheme 
of military engineering was never bo- 
fore p l a n n e d and e x e c u t e d in so ) le 
a time. The French engineers have 
not been content to eiect upon the 
new frontier three or four fust-class 
fortresses to serve as points of sup­ 
port for a defending army. 
I hey have 
closed it with a double line of works, 
linked these together by an elaborate 
system of railways, and, b sides re- 
fortifying Paris, they have construct­ 
ed two other great fortresses in the 
heart of France to serve as bases^of 
operation for her armies if. as in 1870, 
the barriers nearer the frontier were 
again pressed by invading armies from 
beyond the Rhine.—Rural National 
Review.

Many people use glycerine 
on their hands when they go to bed, 
wearing gloves to keep the bedding 
clean; but glycerine makes some skins

dry oatm eal, and wear gloves in bed. 
The best preparation for the hands 
at night is white of egg, with a grain 
of alum dissolved in it. 
“Roman toi­ 
let paste” is merely wiiite of egg, bar­ 
ley flour, and honey. 
They say it was 
used by the Homans in olden times. 
Any way, it is a first-rate thing; but 
it is mean, sticky stuff to use, and 
does not do the work any better than 
oatmeal. 
The roughest and hardest 
hands can be made soft and white in 
a m onth’s time by doctoring them a 
little at bedtime; all the tools you 
heed are a nail brush, a bottle of am­ 
monia, a box of powdered borax, and 
a little fine white sand to rub the 
strains off, or a cut of lemon, which 
vxill do even better, for the acid of the 
'.lce lemon will clean anything.

is quite as good, and isn’t poisonous, 
while the acids are.

“Brt-»lifii«l Baron.** 
This is simply bacon used for break­ 
fast, for which it is popular as a side 
or extra dish on public tables. 
The 
best is from pigs weighing about 100 
pounds when dressed. 
A good coat 
of lean meat should be left along the 
back, and the pigs should be of a breed 
which has plenty of lean in them and 
which has been grown to develop it. 
One of the best breeds for bacon and 
ham^ is the Duroc-Jersey. 
Only the 
sides are used and these should be cut 
lengthwise, in strips about six inches 
wide, or wider, to get even cuts from 
the sides. 
For 100 pounds of meat 
use six pounds salt, four ounces salt- 
petre and five pounds brown sugar, 
which should be mixed together and 
tin* meat nibbed with it and piled 
w ith the flesh sides tip. 
Every three 
days it should be rubbed until the 
mixture is all absorbed in the meat. 
It is then ready to smoke. The smoke 
should be from hard mu pie, hickory, 
birch or corncobs, and be kept up un­ 
til the meat is a delicate brown color. 
The meat may be packed in a pickle 
of the same proportions and be sub­ 
merged in it tor six weeks and then 
j smoked. 
For large bacon 
that is 
I to 
be kept through the summer, 
one pound more of salt, 
may be 
i added. 
It is best to cure this in 
the brine. 
Each pie eof bacon should 
he sewed up in a cotton cloth if sent 
J to a distance; but if sold near home 
I thiH is not necessary. 
Fancy packers 
j of bacon dip the cloths in a mixture of 
ochre to make them tight. The bacon 
I pieces should be of about equal weight 
! and the weight be marked on the out- 
i side. 
AH this does not make the ba­ 
con any better, but it pleases the eye 
j of the people who buy for looks—arid

DISTRICT lOURT. 


Dftvcnpor? Aeqnitt*d and ihf Pcaulifu Case 
Dismissed. 


T he March term of the district court 
opened on Monday and has been in pro­ 
gress since, but w ill probably finish to ­ 
morrow night. 
T he trial of 
Myron D avenport for 
m anslaughter occupcd the tim e of the 
district court the first three days, Judge 
Stearns presiding, on account of Judge 
Sleeper having been interested in the 
case during the tim e he was county a t­ 
torney, the indictm ent 
having 
been 
brought at the last term o f court. 
D av­ 
enport w as tried for the murder of John 
P olly last October and acquitted by the 
jury. 
A t the sam e tirne the elder Polly 
was killed, his son Charles, a boy 17 
years o f age, w as also shot, but the 
grand jury on 
the latter charge only 
brought in an indictm ent of m anslaugh­ 
ter against Davenport. 
T he case is still 
fresh in the minds of our people. 
On 
the 25th of last Septem ber the shooting 
occurred, and, althongh 
provoked, it 
was a sad affair. 
T he Pollys and the 
Davenport fam ily had quarreled more or 
less duriug the preceding 
three or four 
years, and threats to shoot had been 
m ade on both sides. 
On this fatal day, 
as was shown to the jury, a man by the 
name of M cLaughlin 
was engaged 
in 
rem oving a crop of potatoes from Mr. 
D avenport’s farm, anil had P o lly ’s team 
to help haul the same aw ay. 
Mr. Polly 
and his son C hatles cam e over to the 
place uninvited, armed w ith a W inches- 
ter rifle and a revolver. 
Trouble had 
occurred in the m orning between 
Mc­ 
Laughlin and D avenport, and w hile Mr. 
Polly w as setting in front of the Daven 
port residence w ith his gun on his knees, 
acting as guard, to all appearances, Mrs 
Davenport cam e out and attem pted to 
adjust matters w ith M cL aughlin. 
R e­ 
turning she w ent out a second tim e, and 
the defense 
show ed that she ordered 
Polly off the place,fearing trouble. 
A f­ 
ter som e words he struck her and w hen 
she turned to the house, if D avenport 
can 
be believed, lie raised his gun to 
shoot her. 
A t this juncture Davenport 
fired the shot that killed John Polly. 
T he party in the field moved 
off the 
prem ises anil kept up a fire on the house 
until Davenport fired tw ice more, the 
last shot taking effect on Charles, k ill­ 
ing him. 
Such was the evidence pro­ 
duced in court, and the jury after listen­ 
in g to an able argum ent on 
both sides 
and the judge’s charge, returned a ver­ 
d ict o f “ not gu ilty as charged,” being 
out six hours. 
The prosecution 
was 
conduct**! by Countv A ttorney H olland 
anil Davenport was ably defended by W . 
A . Flem ing and W . W. Erwin. 
W hen 
the jury returned 
the verdict Judge 
Stearns seemed very 
much displeased 
and look opportunity to score them for 
their action in the matter. 
Davenport 
thanked the men 
in 
the box for what 
they had done, and was about to elabor- 
at on thwir C h r i s t i a n charity when he 
was called down by the judge, and after 
a few remarks w as dism issed from cu s­ 
tody. 
There has been considerable said 
in regard to this verdict that reflects on 
the jury, but it can be truthfully said 
that they acted in the m atter according 
to the law and the evidence in the case 
T he jury was com posed o f tw elve as g*>od 
men a* ever sat upon a case,and their ac­ 
tion in the matter should not be ques­ 
tioned. 
A itkin parties would have hung 
the man up to 
the first tree if iney 
could have gotten hold of him , without 
a chance for a trial. 
A lthough the de­

this city, I ask your honorable body to j 
relieve me from any such em ergency and ! 
to accept my resignation of the office of j 
mayor. 
Perm it me to again thank my fellow 
citizen* for their m agnificent endorse- j 
racnt of me, and to express my sincere 1 
regret* for the necessity w hich prompts | 
this action.
